A Few days ago we published a Reuters 
telegram, extracted from our Singapore 
contemporary, atating that General Ro- 
berta had attacked and completely defeat- 
ed the enemy at Khost with heavy loss, 
the British loss being small, It was 
added that the victory was expected to 
have a salutary effect. Our contempo- 
rary attached some explanatory remarks 
to this telegram stating : “ Khost would 
appear to be the same as Khushi, marked 
on the map aa beyond the Shutar Gur- 
dan Pass, and, if 80, General Roberts is 
within striking distance of Cabul, but he 
cannot be strong enough to attack the 
capital.” - We are aftaid our contempo- 
rary hag not, in this instance, hit upon 
the-right explanation; Khost is a con-| 
siderable tract of country: lying to the 
south of the Pass along. which General 
Roberts is proceeding, and adjoining the 
Britieh ‘territory inthe neighbourhood 
of Thull- The’ Kurram’ fortis, we be- 
lieve, situated in Khost, 
The actual locality, and objects of this 
victory ere, if, we are. not very ‘much 
mistaken, indicated.in a couple- of telo- 
grows, one Gated the 17th and the other 
the 29th December. ‘The former telegram 
reported thet @ most serious attack: had 
been made near the Karram fort, in the 
Khost country, on the baggage column 
of General Roberts -by &. band of 
marauding Mangala, A number of Bri- 
tish troops were killed and wounded, 
and two English captains: lost their lives 
in the zate engagement, which resultéd 
in the repulse of the attack, It. was, 
added to the telegram}.

(Bath)... 

We beliove that the practice of oxposing 
the heads of criminals who have been de- 
capitated has of late practically fallen into 
disuse, It has now been officially abolished 
by a notification iseued by the Prime Minis- 
tor on the 4th instant. This is another siop 
in the direction of the. oustoms of oivilise 
nations. . 

Mr Hanabusa, the envoy to Korea, re- 
turned to Yokohama in the Nagoya Maru 
onthe 9th instant. The vernacular papers 
assert that the China Government refused to 
send a delegate to the conference and advised 
Korea to accede to the demands of Japan. 
It is also stated that the heavy duties, 
which were the cause of the recent distur- 
bance at Fusan, and the consequent mission 
of Hanabusa, are to ba abolished. So the 
cloud—-the lurking danger in which was 
grievously exaggerated—that lately obsoured 
the relations between this country and_ the 
eninsula, has been dispelled. Tho Hiyet 
Kwan, which brought the envoy from Fusan 
to Nagasaki, returned for the purpose of 
protecting Japanese interests, 

One of the telegrams to hand by the 
American mail announces, we regret.to say, 
that an- amendment to a motion on the 
subject of increase of salaries to some minis~ 
ters abroad was lost in the United States 
House of.

THE BUSHRANGING ERA IN NEW 
’ SOUTH WALES, < 
. (Australasian. ) - 
» Atatime when the community has beon 
shocked and alarmed by the recent outraga 
of a party of armed bushrangors attacking a 
body of police and shooting three of their 
numbor, and at any rate for the time evad- 
ing pursuit, it may be of interest to give o 
slight. aketch of the doings of the ruffians 
who in the yesra from 1861 to 1867 produced 
what has beoeu called the bushranging era 
in New South Wales, 
So far as the origin of the bushranging 
system in New South Walea was the work 
of a single’ man, its authdr’ was Frank 
Gardiner. Long before the daya of Gardiner 
there had, of course, be n bushrangers in all 
of the Auatralian.colonies, and especially iu 
those possessing a convict population. But 
it was Gardiner who first. saw bow much 
might be done by banding together, by. 
seguring ‘the best of horses and equipment, 
and by organising a thorough system of in- 
formation by the “bnsh telegraph.” Giar- 
diner first came into prominence as a bash- 
rangor in 1860, when, after his release on a 
ticket-of leave, he joined’ with Peisley and 
three or. four other criminala, and sys- 
tematloally robbed on thehighways. Poisiey 
‘was captured early in 1862 and though he 
escaped while being takon to Sydney, and 
shot and wounded peveral people, he was 
again taken, convicted, and harged. Gar 
diner lost no timeingetting together another 
gang, all of them mere youthé; and num- 
bering nearly adozen men, The bushranger 
Gilbort held the post of second in command, 
and the band, besides being’ well armed and 
excellently mounted, were dressed in some 
pretensions to uniform, In June, 1862, 
the band committed the‘act which first made 
the name of Gardiner notorious througt all 
the colonies, This was the robbery of the 
Wentern gold escort at Hngowra Oreok, An 
tho police escort was passing along the creek 
it. was suddenly fired upon by a« party of 11 
men, who hed been planted in ambush, 
The bushrangera fired in regular volleys to 
the word of command, and the police were 
so entirely taken by surprise that resistance 
was useless, Several of them were soveroly 
wounded, and the robbers got posseasion of 
the whole of the gold “and money, amouat- 
ing in value to ahont £14,000, - Somo of 
the accomplices were afterwards captured, 
and some of the gold was recovered, but the 
ringleadors’ of the party evaded puisuit, 
For some time after this the busbrangers 
were supremb, and :carcely a day passed 
without séme act of violence and depreda- 
tlon belong committed. The busbranging 
news was 4 regular item in the Sydney tele- 
grams, anda week seldom passed without

pursult.” It was, if we recollect right, 
about this time that our lecal Punch had a 
cartoon of ‘The Bathurst Mail arrived at 
its destination : the bushrangers sorting the 
letters.” it waa somewhat lat-r that a Lon- 
doo paper which had turned its attention, 
to the extraordinary state‘of things in the 
adj ‘ining colony was surprised to find that, 
in the midet of these acta of- desporate 
violenoo; normal life went on in ita usual 
jog-trot fashion, and that a journal pub- 
lished in dno of the infested districts, 
which fn its telegraphic columns narrated 
several acts of desperate brigandage ou the 
toad Slose by, could discover nothing mote 
immediately interesting to discuss in ite 
leading columns than a reported proposal 
to abolish Greenwich Naval Hospital. One 
day towards the end of 1862 a single bush- 
ranger stuck up the Mudgee mail with four 
passengers, and alterwards stopped and 
bound to a. tree three travellers... Soon 
afterwards five moro travellers came up and 
had to undergo the same treatment. The 
bushranger then calmly waited for the mail 
towards Sydney, which he robbed of gold 
and- money. Six months afterwards 
Gardiner and a companion held possession 
of tho road near Carcoar for several hours, 
and robbed everyone who passed. Fights 
between the bushrangers and the police, 
often leading to fatal results, were of- 
frequent occurrence, and the robbers 
generally marayed to get off safely, owing 
to the fact of their brat-clasa horseflesh, 
Still, in spite of many indeolsive encounters, 
some of the busbrangers were, on several 
occasions, shot or captured, when those 
against whom any acta of blood could be 
proved, were hanged, and the others 
sentenced to long terms of imprisonment, 
Three of the men,.orrather lads, concerned 
in the escort robbery were, early in 1863, 
captured.and convioted:” One was hanged, 
and the capital sentences passed on the 
others. were commuted to terms of im- 
risonment. This seemed for a time ‘to’ 
ave the effect of dispersing the gang. The 
leader, Gardiner, mude-his way to. Queens: 
land, where, usder a different name, he

Plains, Michael Loary was captured, Lyn-

at Goimbla, In the beglaning of 1864 the 
same predominance of the police was shown, 
and Macklo, Johnson, ‘Purcell, tho two 
Launts and Lowrie, were taken on different 
otcastons, the last-named being shot dead. 
It was {on March’ of the samo .yoar that 
Gardiner was tracked to his retreat at Peak 
‘Downs, Queensland, srrested and taken to 
Sydney, where he was tried attd gonvicted 
on soveral charges, and sentenced *to“terma 
ampunting to 82 yoars’ bard labour, . This 
run of good luck, however, did not continue 
without serious interruptions, and some of 
the most audacious and successful of the 
robberies committei by the Gilbert, “Hall, 
and Dunn gang.tock place during the next 
12 montha. ee : 


In May, 1865, the band was suddenly 
suppressed, Bon Hall was shot ‘dead at 
Billabong Creek on the 5th of the month, 
and a week afterwards Gilbert was shot. 
Dunn was wounded, but escaped, but was 
again shot, wounded, and captured in the 
following December, and though he escaped 
fronr the Dubbo police station, he was re- 
taken four days afterwards, and ended his 
career by boing hanged at. Darlinghurat. 
-Though _bushranging.. was, by. no -meana 
‘ended, this forinldabls gag, ‘it any’ rate, 
was not only ‘dispersed, bat most of its 
members were killed. . 

Up to this poiat we have made no refer- 
ence to perhaps the most murderous and: 
bloodthirsty bushranger ever known in 
Australis. This was the infamous Morgan, 
who had made’ his namea terror in the 
oslony by his wantonly cruel . deeds, 
Morgan, in this differing from the. others, 
uwally kept by. himself, and his most 
daring and atrcolotis acts were performed 
singlo-handed. In. November, . 1868, he 
visited Vincent's ' station, near Wagga 
Wagga, stuck up all the station hands and 
other persous, 21 altogether, and tied Mr 
Vincent to a tree to look on while he burned 
down the homestead,: In the following 
June ho went to Mr. Henty’s station at 
Round-hill, about 40 miles: from Albury, 
-bailed up the company prerent, called all 
the station men together, and after handing 
-drinks to them all round, he, while riding 
away, fired among them from puro wantou- 
ness, wounding one man in the hand, As 
& reply to a remark from‘one of the gentle- 
“then: present, Morgan tried to shoot him, 
and - then: ‘bdzan‘ firing~ indiscriminately 
among the crowd, He fractured the leg 
of young Mr Heriot, a neighbouring settler, 
and then, after giving permission to Mr 
M'‘Lean to go fora doctor, Morgan shot 
bim just as he mounted:hia horse, and‘ he 
died soon afterwards, He exchanged shots 
with the police a few days afterwards, and 
Bhot Sergeant M'‘Ginnity_dead. ‘Some 
mouths afterwards he shot 4 Ohinaman 
while robbing the Albury mail coach. In 
April, 1865, he crossed into Victorla and 


atuck up some persons at King River and J i 


near Benalla,, The polled were on tho alert, | 
a nuniber of volunteers turned out, a cordon 
was drawn around the place, and Morgan 
was run to ground while robbing Peechelba 
Station, about 2‘ miles from Wangaratta. 
The house wax-surrouuded, and when 
Morgan went out“in the morning and 
walked towards the stockyard to get a 
horse, he was shot dead by one of the 
station men‘named John Windlaw, and the 
career of thid most ferocious of the banditti 
was thus brought to a suitable end. 

After.the disporsal and nearly complete 
destruction of ‘the Hall and Gilbert gang, 
tbe bushranging régime was continued in 
New South Wales by the bushranger Ward, 
known as Thunderbolt, and the gang known 
as the Clarkes, from two of its prominent 
méimbers being brothers of that name, 

In January the following year took place 
a tragedy closely comparable with that of 
the last few weeks in the Mansfield district, 
Alluréd by the large rewards offured for 
the apprehenaion of the Clarkes, a party of 
four special constables left Braidwood 
determined to make the attempt to capture. 
these ruffians. ‘They had assumed: the 
charsoter of hawkers, and were well armed, 
There is no doubt. that information, as to 
their character and intentions was conveyed 
tothe Clarkes. The party spont.a night 
at Jinden, and nothing more was deen of 
them alive,” Their bodies were afterwards 
found in a group alittle way from the road. 
They -had evidently . been ek ees and 
shot, dead by the Clarkes, aided -by a con- 
federate, known as the Long Tailor, but 
named James Dorven. ‘This ruffian was 
himsel€ found murdered a few weeks after- 
wards, he having been despatched ‘by his 
mates to prevent him from giving informa- 
tion to the police. In April the Olarkes 
were. track:d by the police to a“hut at 
Jingera, and surrendered after along fight. 
They were convicted and hanged, and the 
rest of their garg soon afterwards fell one 
by one into the hands of the law. The last 
of their party was seatenced in September, 
and had it not been for the continued im- 
munity of Taunderbolt from capture, bush- 
ranging would .by that: time have been 
‘atamped right out, This ruffian after a 
wonderful ‘series of escapes, lasting for some 
years, at last was shot-by Constable Walker 
in. May, 1870, ‘and hie death ended the 
bushranging era in New-South Wales,

The practice of sealing letters passing to 
andfrom the Eastand West Indies, and 
other countries with hot climates, with wax 
(except such as is specially prepared), ia 
attended with much inconvenience, and 
frequently with serious injury, -not only to 
the letters so aealed but to the.other letters 
in the mail, from the melting of the -wax and 
adhesion of the letters to each other. The 
public are therefore recommended, in all 
such cases, to use either wafers or gum, and 
to advise their correspondents in the coun- 
tries referred to, to do the same. 


The registration of s packet makes its
